19835849 descrobed by Applicants in P2 of the Published Application. Blum et al teaches a 
radiation-curable unsaturated polyesterurethane resin ABC of claim 1 containing structural units 
derived from a polyester A (See column 5, lines 50-53), polyfunctional isocyanates B (See 
column 4, lines 41-45, 64-67; column 5, lines 1-2), and olefmically unsaturated monomers 
containing hydroxyl groups C (See column 5, lines 17-18). For these reasons the unity does not 
exist between the groups of claims. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an
